Whoever takes on the job 
of Labour group leader will 
also be put forward as the 
next leader of the local au¬ 
thority. 

Councillor Sparks an¬ 
nounced his intention to 
step down from his role 
leading the party and the 
authority last week. 

Focus 

The controlling group 
plan to select a new leader 
after Councillor Sparks for¬ 
mally stands aside at the 
meeting. 

Nominations have already 
been coming in ahead of the 
meeting taking place on 
Thursday evening. 

Councillor Sparks was 
planning to relinquish his 
position as council leader at 
a meeting at Dudley Council 
House on Monday. 

The Labour party, which 
have a majority in the coun¬ 
cil chamber, will then nom¬ 
inate its leader to head up 
the authority. 

Councillor Sparks is giv¬ 
ing up the role to focus his 
time as chairman of national 
body the Local Government 
Asso ciation. _

TWO schools struggling to provide 
school meals without disrupting les¬ 
sons are bidding for £450,000 to bring 
their kitchen and dining facilities up 
to scratch. 

Netherton C of E Primary School and Lut- 
ley Primary School in Halesowen and are both 
looking to secure cash for the work. 

Education bosses said B y Heather Large 

ing disruption to the school 
curriculum and resolving 
health and safety issues,” 
he added. 

Since September all in¬ 
fant children have been en¬ 
titled to free meals. Almost 
60 jobs have been created 
across the borough as part 
of the scheme. 

Dudley Council received 
£855,000 from the Govern¬ 
ment to enable it to carry 
out work needed ahead of 
the scheme being launched 
in the borough. 

In total 59 catering staff 
were recruited to provide 
more than 13,200 meals per 
day. The council said an ad¬ 
ditional 191 hours needed to 
be covered to provide free 
meals. 

The Government pro¬ 
vided £1 billion to meet the 
costs of providing the meals 
across the UK, which are 
available to all pupils with¬ 
out means-testing, over the 
next two years. 

A total of £150 million was 
made available to improve 
school kitchens and dining 
facilities with an additional 
£22.5 million specifically to 
help smaller schools. 

It is also hoped the avail¬ 
ability of healthy free meals 
will help reduce the obesity 
problem with about 20 per 
cent of children currently 
classed as obese by the time 
they leave primary school. 


both schools are having to 
run ‘excessively long’ lunch 
hours. 

Netherton CE Primary is 
applying for £220,000 to in¬ 
stall a new kitchen. Bosses 
say it will end the need for 
all meals to be brought into 
school through a teaching 
area. 

Lessons 

A new dining hall will be 
created at Lutley Primary, 
which will free up the main 
hall, currently being used at 
lunch time, for PE lessons. 
The school is applying for a 
grant of £230,000 from the 
Department for Education. 

Dudley’s children’s ser¬ 
vices boss Councillor Tim 
Crumpton said: “We have 
two schools who are unable 
to deliver the free school 
meal initiative without sig¬ 
nificant disruption to the 
school day.” 

“The bid will be submit¬ 
ted to request total capital 
funding of £450,000. 

“£230,000 of the capital 
funding will be used to pro¬ 
vide a new dining hall at 
Lutley Primary School to 
enable delivery of hot meals 
and reduce disruption to the 
school curriculum. 

“The bid will also be sub¬ 
mitted to request £220,000 
capital funding to install a 
new kitchen at Netherton 
C of E Primary school to 
ensure that hot meals can 
be provided on site reduc-

Calls from 
family lead 
to review 
of killing 

A FRESH inquiry will be 
held in the wake of the kill¬ 
ing of Halesowen schoolgirl 
Christina Edkins. 

NHS England confirmed a 
far-reaching review will take 
place following calls from 
the family of the 16-year- 
old, who was stabbed to 
death by paranoid schizo¬ 
phrenic Phillip Simelane on 
a bus in Birmingham while 
on her way to school. 

An initial inquiry by Bir¬ 
mingham Cross City Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group 
said Christina’s death could 
have been prevented after it 
emerged Simelane had been 
released from prison with no 
supervision only months be¬ 
fore the attack. 

The family called for the 
full facts and those respon¬ 
sible for failings to be iden¬ 
tified. 

Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris said 
a national inquiry would 
add ‘more teeth’ to demands 
for improvement. 

NHS England say a fresh 
inquiry would be held after 
the Leasowes High School 
pupil’s family wrote to 
them. 

A spokesman said: “NHS 
England can confirm that a 
letter has been received and 
subsequently a decision has 
been made for a further re¬ 
view.” 

Simelane was detained 
indefinitely in a psychiatric 
hospital. 

1,000 sign 
NIP'S petition 

MORE than 1,000 people 
have put their name to a 
petition opposing plans to 
close Dudley Police Station 
to the public. 

Under the proposal put 
forward by West Midlands 
Police, the front counter at 
the station in New Street 
will be shut. 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin started a petition, 
both paper and online, urg¬ 
ing police bosses to rethink 
the proposal.

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MP's 'outrage' over fewer court cases 


THE total number of cases heard 
by magistrates’ courts in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire has fall¬ 
en by more than 26 per cent in four 
years, figures reveal. 

Courts dealt with 70,537 cases in 
2013/14 compared with 95,439 in 
2010/11. 

National figures show that courts 
across England and Wales heard 2.8 
million cases last year, nearly a mil¬ 


lion less than in 2010. The figures 
were uncovered by Dudley North 
MP Ian Austin. 

He said he is concerned by the 
statistics. Last year the Labour MP 
led a successful campaign to save 
Dudley Magistrates’ Court from 
closure. 

“We already know that a million 
crimes are not being recorded, the 
number of police is down by 13,000 


and now these figures show that the 
number of cases taken to court is 
down by a quarter,” he said. 

“When I was fighting to save Dud¬ 
ley’s local court from closure, mag¬ 
istrates told me police are dealing 
with serious cases, including domes¬ 
tic violence and rape, out of court. I 
think people will be outraged. 

“Like me they want more police 
on the streets, more offenders going 


to court and more criminals being 
put in jail.” 

The figures show the number of 
cases heard at Dudley during four 
years dropped from 15,552 to 10,502 
— a reduction of around 32 per cent. 

In 2010/11 a total of 98 courts 
shut down across the country, in¬ 
cluding Halesowen and West Bro¬ 
mwich Magistrates courts and 
Stourbridge county court. 


Phase one for homes 
scheme on college site 


THERE are plans to build more than 40 homes 
on the site of a former college campus, now 
the teaching department is moving to a new 
£12 million training centre. 

An application has been lodged for 43 affordable homes 
at Dudley College’s Mons Hill campus, off Wrens Hill Road, 
in Dudley. But it has been opposed by Sedgley Civic Society. 

It is phase one of a proposed housing development which 


Apartments 
proposed on 
High Street 

FOUR apartments could 
be built on the site of a for¬ 
mer community building 
in Wordsley, under plans 
lodged this week. 

Dudley-based developer 
CCAD Limited wants to 
build the home next to the 
Rose and Crown pub in 
High Street. 

A 19th century commu¬ 
nity centre was located at 
the site but was demolished 
around 20 years ago. 

Traffic 

UKIP Councillor Paul 
Brothwood, a Wordsley 
representative, said: “I 
welcome development but 
my concern would be about 
the additional traffic along 
the road, which is already 
busy.” 

“I’ll be looking into the 
application more closely to 
work out the resulting im¬ 
pact it may have.” 

The developer submitted 
an outline planning applica¬ 
tion for the flats to Dudley 
Council. 

It comes after a proposal 
for a nearby site was sub¬ 
mitted last month, for 26 
homes on the site of the for¬ 
mer warehouse off Marine 
Crescent in Wordsley. 

The council will make a 
decision on both applica¬ 
tions in the coming months. 


will eventually see around 
80 homes at the site. 

Teaching will be moved to 
a construction training cen¬ 
tre called CABTech, which 
in Priory Road. 

The college has received 
£9m from the Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership towards 
the training centre project 
with work to begin in Sep¬ 
tember next year, with the 
centre due to open in 2017. 

Apartments 

The college plans to de¬ 
molish the Mons Hill Cam¬ 
pus in two phases, to ensure 
the campus continues to 
serve students before the 
new centre is fully open. 

Out of the 43 proposed 
homes, 25 would be two-bed- 
room houses, seven would 
be four-bedroom houses, 
five three-bed homes and six 
one-bed apartments. 

Outline planning permis¬ 
sion was given for the devel¬ 
opment by Dudley Council 
three years ago. 

In response to the latest 
proposal, George Blackham, 
from Sedgley Local History 
Society, said: “The proposed 
housing development on this 
site is wholly inappropriate 
because of its proximity to 
the Wren’s Nest National 
Nature Reserve and historic 
limestone workings of na¬ 
tional importance.” 

The society want to see a 
visitor and educational cen¬ 
tre built at the site. 

The college has used the 
Mons Hill buildings since 
1990. It was formerly Wrens 
Nest Secondary School, and 
Mons Hill School. 



Empty and unused Dudley Hippodrome has cost council taxpayers £20,000 over four years 


MORE than £20,000 has been spent on 
repairs and security at the derelict Dudley 
Hippodrome since 2010, partly due to at¬ 
tacks by vandals. 

Anti-vandalism paint has been daubed 
on parts of the venue to discourage thieves 
and yobs, while there has been a major op¬ 
eration to remove asbestos from the Castle 
Hill landmark. 

Money has been spent on anti-pigeon 
measures at the theatre once graced by 
Laurel and Hardy, Judy Garland and 
George Formby. 


Council funds have also been spent on re¬ 
inforcing doors with steel sheets. 

There are currently two bids on the table 
to bring the site back into use with the 
Friends of Dudley Hippodrome wanting to 
run it as a theatre again with community 
centre elements, while a leisure developer 
wants to turn it into a £8 million venue to 
rival Birmingham’s nightspots. 

Friends of Dudley Hippodrome group 
chairman Gordon Downing said: “This van¬ 
dalism is systematic of the age that we are 
in. The council have a duty to protect it.” 


Legal bid 
to tackle 
boy racers 
in court 

A BID to secure a High 
Court injunction to tackle 
boy racers across the Black 
Country is due back before 
the courts next month. 

West Midlands Police and 
Dudley, Wolverhampton, 
Walsall and Sandwell coun¬ 
cils are seeking the High 
Court injunction. 

The Black Country Route 
in Bilston and Moxley, Bir¬ 
mingham New Road on the 
border of Wolverhampton 
and Dudley, and Maybrook 
Industrial Estate in Brown- 
hills have all been hotspots 
for the car cruisers. 

Prison 

The order would involve 
anyone suspected of breach¬ 
ing the ban being held in 
contempt of court, which 
can result in a sentence of 
up to two years in prison. 

Police would also have 
their powers to convict mo¬ 
torists of offences such as 
driving without insurance, 
driving an unroadworthy 
vehicle or driving without 
due care and attention. 

Police said the High Court 
injunction application will 
be heard again in court in 
December. 

The process had started in 
the courts in September. 

Officers said they would 
continue with patrols in 
those areas.

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Probe into 
death of 
man, 28 , 
on a bus 

THE Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) is to investigate the 
actions of officers after a 
Dudley man died on a bus in 
Wolverhampton 

The IPCC is looking into 
the actions of police and a ci¬ 
vilian staff member regard¬ 
ing the death of 28-year-old 
Tony Jones on a bus outside 
the city’s main police station 
in the early evening of Fri¬ 
day, October 17. 

The driver of the number 
one Dudley-to-Tettenhall 
service diverted the vehicle 
to the Bilston Street station 
due to concerns about Mr 
Jones, who is said to have 
collapsed on board. 

IPCC spokesman Neil 
Coyte said at this stage in¬ 
vestigators had established 
that the driver parked the 
bus outside and went in to 
request assistance to deal 
with the situation. 

Mr Coyte said the driver 
returned to the counter at 
6.36pm and ten minutes 
later he was joined by a pas¬ 
senger, and the bus driver 
called an ambulance. 

Eyewitnesses say a fe¬ 
male passenger came in 
shouting: “Help, help, he’s 
not breathing.” 

Paramedics tried to resus¬ 
citate Mr Jones but he was 
declared dead at the scene.

Fresh negotiations possible over mosque site 


A NEW search for a mosque site in Dud¬ 
ley looks set to begin after council bosses 
agreed to open talks with Muslim leaders. 

Dudley Muslim Association is locked in a 
long battle with Dudley Council over a pro¬ 
posal for a mosque on land off Hall Street. 

Earlier this month, the association won 
planning permission for the mosque. 

But it faces at least two court hearings 
and legal wrangles lasting at least two years 
before it can be built. 

In an attempt to avoid the escalating 


court costs and resolve community dishar¬ 
mony, Muslim leaders say they will consider 
alternative sites. 

Unchanged 

In response, council leader David Sparks 
has said he would welcome reopening ne¬ 
gotiations, whilst confirming that the 
council’s current legal position remained 
unchanged. 

Five years ago, alternative options includ¬ 
ing Dudley Hippodrome and incorporating 


Castle Casino as part of an expansion plan 
for the existing mosque on Castle Hill both 
fell through. 

Councillor Sparks said: “It is for the Dud¬ 
ley Muslim Association to come forward 
with alternative sites and then we can dis¬ 
cuss them.” 

However, association director Dr Khurs- 
hid Ahmed said it was up to the council to 
come up with alternative locations, not the 
Dudley Muslim Association. 

Mr Ahmed said: “I am very pleased to 


hear he is willing to talk to us because it 
is only by talking and constructive dialogue 
that we will put an end to the issue.” 

He added: “It is not for Dudley Muslim 
Association to come up with sites, the local 
authority is in a much better position. 

“We have always been happy to talk to 
the council. We will accept a solution that 
meets our needs. 

“But we have been given no viable alter¬ 
native, so our only option has been to keep 
with the Hall Street scheme.” 


Environment bosses to talk 
to energy-from-waste firm 


AN ENVIRONMENT watchdog opposed to a 
proposed waste recycling plant says it will 
open talks with the company behind the con¬ 
troversial scheme. 

Clean Power resubmitted a plan to build the facili¬ 
ty on land off Moor Street in Brierley Hill but it has 
received an objection from the Environment Agency 
The agency, which is also considering a permit applica¬ 


tion to operate the plant, 
said the location is un¬ 
suitable with housing 50 
feet from the proposed site 
boundary. 

It also fears the short dis¬ 
tance from homes will open 
potential for complaints 
over odour and dust from 
the site, which would in¬ 
clude two organic waste di¬ 
gestion tanks. 

In a letter sent to Dudley 
Council, the agency said 
it would meet officers and 
Clean Power representa¬ 
tives to discuss the objec¬ 
tion. 

The firm’s agents Iceni 
Projects had written to the 
council asking for help in 
solving the problem posed 
by the agency’s opposition 
to the scheme. 

The move marks another 
twist for the proposal, which 
was first unveiled two years 
ago. 

Following a public con¬ 
sultation, the firm lodged a 
planning application with 
Dudley Council, which was 
then thrown out by coun¬ 
cillors over odour concerns. 
The plans have been revived 
but with air lock controls to 
tackle the smell issue.

The company says the 
plant would process about 
195,000 tons of waste a year, 
producing energy for up to 
10,000 homes and creating 
more than 30 jobs at the 
plant. 

The firm has also submit¬ 
ted a permit application to 
the Environment Agency 
but the agency says more 
details are needed. 

Harriet Templar-Vasey, 
of the Environment Agency, 
added: “We’ve assessed the 
application and we feel that 
it does not contain enough 
detail for us to be able to 
make a decision. 

“We have produced a de¬ 
tailed list of information 
that we will require and will 
be placing it onto our public 
register once issued to the 
applicant.” 


Below average complaints 

JUST over 400 complaints were lodged with Dudley Coun¬ 
cil over a six month spell. But the number of issues that 
people had with the local authority was less than the aver¬ 
age amount received by other councils. 

The authority received 405 complaints from April to Oc¬ 
tober, the equivalent of 5.76 complaints per 10,000 people. 

The average for comparable authorities is 9.87 com¬ 
plaints for every 10,000 people.

Fares to rise for ring and ride service 


RING and ride buses are having 
their funding slashed by £700,000 
with fares to use them in the 
evening set to double. 

Council leaders in the West Mid¬ 
lands will give £7.8 million to run 
the service next year, down from 
£8.5m for the current year. 

It will mean the £1 fare for using 
the service after 7pm will go to £2. 

But the Sunday service scrapped 


this year will be brought back, with 
a £2 charge. 

The £1 for using it Monday to Fri¬ 
day before 7pm is fixed. 

Around 22,000 people use the 
door-to-door minibuses, operated 
by charity West Midlands Special 
Needs Transport. 

It runs across Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Sandwell, Walsall, Bir¬ 
mingham, Coventry and Solihull. 


Earlier this year the 60p fare 
went up to £1. 

Councillor Richard Worrall, who 
had previously led a 56,000 name 
petition against cuts, said council 
and transport bosses were ‘making 
the best of a bad situation’. 

The Walsall councillor said: 
“There is not a lot else they could 
do. Any service that is not required 
by law is vulnerable to cuts.” 


The decision has been made by 
the leaders of the councils who sit 
on the West Midlands Integrated 
Transport Authority. 

A public consultation saw users 
plead for the service to be retained. 

The service had been at risk of 
losing all its subsidy. 

The review of the service was led 
by Councillor Darren Cooper, leader 
of Sandwell Council.

STRANGE times. It used to be the rule that anyone be¬

THE tear-jerking Sains- 
bury’s yuletide advert, set in

man soldiers, also sons, fathers and brothers?” I can see 
why someone might want to extend remembrance to the 
amiable, photogenic young German soldiers in the Sains- 
bury’s ad. But what about their comrades who ransacked 
the Belgian city of Louvain, torched its priceless medie¬ 
val library and executed hundreds of civilians, including 
women and children? Do they, too, deserve a place in our 
hearts and a chunk of our Sainsbury chocolate? And what 
about Hitler’s death squads, or today’s enemy, the Taliban 
and their fellow beheaders, the Islamic State? Are they all 
to be remembered with compassion, too? If not, why not? 
The moment we start extending compassion to all our ene¬ 
mies is the moment we put our soldiers on the same moral 
level as Jihadi John. Not in my name, thanks. 


INCIDENTALLY, there’s not much evidence that a foot¬ 
ball match was played between German and British sol¬ 
diers during the 1914 truce. Most accounts describe 
the soldiers exchanging gifts, showing each other family 
photos and talking about football. No matter. The image 
of a football match is so powerful that it is remorselessly 
passing into history without the need for any historical ev¬ 
idence.

MAJOR West Midlands pub companies have 
warned that hundreds of closures and thou¬ 
sands of job losses could result from chang¬ 
es to ‘beer tie’ deals with landlords — de¬ 
spite Dudley MPs backing the move to free 
pub tenants. 

Chris Kelly, Conservative MP for Dudley South, was 
among 40 Tory and Liberal Democrat rebels who backed 


an amendment to the Small 
Business, Enterprise and 
Employment Bill - PM 
David Cameron’s first de¬ 
feat on a Government law 
since the Coalition was 
formed. 

It will mean pub tenants 
tied to big companies being 
able to demand a ‘market 
rent only’ agreement. Cur¬ 
rently, tied pubs exclusively 
buy alcohol products from 
the parent company in re¬ 
turn for reduced rent on the 
premises and other benefits. 

Concerns 

There have been wide¬ 
spread concerns about the 
abuse of the practice by big 
pub firms. 

But Britain’s biggest pub 
landlord, Solihull-based En¬ 
terprise Inns warned the 
vote to reform the ‘beer tie’ 
could lead to more pub clo¬ 
sures and job losses. 

The British Beer and 
Pub Association (BBPA) 
said the vote was ‘hugely 
damaging’ and Stafford- 
shire-based Punch Taverns 
said: “We believe that the 
amendment would be likely 
to have the effect of reduc-

ing pub investment, reduc¬ 
ing consumer choice and 
exposing tenants to higher 
fixed rents, reduced levels of 
support and greater risk of 
failure.” 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin backed the amend¬ 
ment which will allow land¬ 
lords to buy beer on the 
open market rather than 
buying all their beer from 
the pub’s owner. 

It will also mean they can 
have their rent checked in¬ 
dependently to ensure it is 
fair. 

Labour MP Mr Austin 
said: “The Black Coun¬ 
try is home to some of the 
best brewers in Britain 
like Holdens and Fownes, 
and brilliant pubs like the 
Courthouse, the Fountain 
and the Jolly Crispin. 

“I’ve supported the Cam¬ 
paign for Real Ale’s cam¬ 
paign for a ‘Pubs Charter’ 
from the start so landlords 
get a fair deal from big 
brewers which will help 
keep local pubs open.”

Money transfer boss jailed for ignoring rules

THE owner of a Black Country 
money bureau has been jailed for 12 
months for failing to comply with 
regulations to combat money laun¬ 
dering. 

Paramjit Singh Sangha, who runs 
PS Gold Exchange in Dudley, failed 
to carry out required checks before 
transferring up to £400,000 of his 
clients’ money to India. 

The 53-year-old of Spring Park- 
lands did not check the identity of 
all his customers, failed to keep nec¬ 
essary documentation and did not 
train staff to spot suspicious activ¬ 


ity. He ignored warnings from HM 
Revenue and Customs (HMRC) of¬ 
ficers who visited him several times. 

Colin Booker, assistant director 
of Criminal Investigation at HMRC, 
said: “Regulations exist to prevent 
businesses being used for money 
laundering purposes by criminals. 
People who run money services 
bureaux are required to take extra 
care when transferring larger sums 
of money, to help prevent criminally 
obtained cash from being laundered 
outside the UK. 

“HMRC officers visited Sangha 


on several occasions and advised 
him that he needed to take more 
care. He chose to ignore us, which 
is why he found himself in court.” 

Sangha pleaded guilty to four 
charges of failing to comply with 
regulations and was jailed at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court last week. 

Most money service businesses 
that exchange currency, transmit 
money or cash cheques for their 
customers are required to comply 
with Money Laundering Regula¬ 
tions (MLRs). This includes regis¬ 
tering with HMRC and undertaking 


appropriate checks. All businesses 
that are covered by the regulations 
have to put in place suitable an¬ 
ti-money laundering controls. 

This can include assessing the 
risk of the business being used by 
criminals to launder money, check¬ 
ing the identity of customers, keep¬ 
ing all documents that relate to 
financial transactions and making 
sure that employees are aware of 
the regulations and have the nec¬ 
essary training. Businesses are also 
required to report suspicious activ¬ 
ity to the National Crime Agency.

Twenty-seven police stations 
across the West Midlands are 
set to close their front counters 
over the next year in an effort to 
save £3m. 

Under the plans, only just 10 
will remain open, with only one 
of those remaining open round 
the clock. 

For the first time in living mem¬ 
ory, towns like Walsall and Dud¬ 
ley will have no police station 
where members of the public 
can walk in for help. 

If you need to call into a po¬ 
lice station in Wolverhampton 
or West Bromwich after 10pm, 
forget it. 

Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson, says the 
front desks are a throwback from 
a bygone age, and that the world 
has moved on. 

“Ninety-five per cent of people 
have mobile phones now, and 
can contact the police from an¬ 
ywhere,” he says. 

“Research shows that very 
few people are visiting front 
desks and prefer to phone the 
police or use the internet rather 
than go to a police station.” 

It really is hard to know where 
to start with all that. 

I’m sure he’s right most people 
would prefer to avoid calling into 
a police station unless they really 
have to. 

Indeed I’m fairly sure, that in 
an ideal world, most of us would 
prefer never to need to have any 
dealings with the police at all. 
But it is nice to know they are 
there in case we need them. 

If 95 per cent of the population 
has a mobile phone, that means 
five per cent don’t have one. 

What about them? 

And, of course, contacting the 
police by phone these days in¬ 
variably means being redirected 
to a call centre miles away. 

And while 95 per cent may 
well have mobile phones, what 
happens when you have just 
been robbed of your phone in 
the city centre?

And one other thing. Suppose 
you get pulled over by the police 
in your car, and they ask you to 
produce your documents the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

Will they be happy for you now 
to send them by text or email? 
Or will you now be expected to 
drive miles to find a police sta¬ 
tion which is still open?

AMID the anger over the planned 
closure of police station front 
desks, I have to feel a little bit 
sorry for David Jamieson. 

The West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner was elect¬ 
ed into the role at enormous cost 
and on a measly low turnout. 

At £3.7 million and serving an 
electorate of about two million, it 
was one of the biggest and most 
expensive by-elections ever. 
While Labour’s Mr Jamieson 
won a decisive victory with more 
than 50 per cent of the votes 
cast, it was not the greatest mo¬ 
ment for democracy. Barely one 
in 10 people bothered to vote for 
who they wanted to fill a role few 
even understood. Almost two 
years on from when the role was 
created, not that many wanted 
to accept the offer of greater po¬ 
litical and democratic accounta¬ 
bility within the force. 

This week a lot of people read 
the name David Jamieson. MPs 
from his own party are demand¬ 
ing he change a plan to shut the 
front desks of 27 police stations 
and reduce the opening hours of 
others. 

The argument in favour is that 
few people go to the police sta¬ 
tion in person now, preferring in¬ 
stead to communicate by phone 
or internet. But, inevitably, the 
talk turns to the £3 million sav¬ 
ing, coming as it does at a time 
of deep cuts in police funding. 

If there was no police and 
crime commissioner in the first 
place, there would have been no 
election and therefore no cost to 
the taxpayer. In short, that’s an¬ 
other year’s worth of front desks 
staying open. 

Before anyone gets all pedan¬ 
tic and points out that the elec¬ 
tion costs are met by the Home 
Office and the front desks by 
the police, just remember it’s all 
public money. The source of it, 
whether central or local govern¬ 
ment, is you. 

Where I feel especially sorry 
for David Jamieson is how iso¬ 
lated he now appears within his 
own party. His colleagues in Par¬ 
liament are keeping things pro¬ 
fessional but they are all agreed 
this is a bad idea. 

They put on a united front by 
blaming the Government for the 
cuts but the decision on how to 
deal with them rests with the 
Commissioner. If he does give in 
to demands of Westminster poli¬ 
ticians it would call into question 
the whole point of the role. 

When Dudley Labour MP Ian 
Austin brought up the plan with 
William Hague in the Commons 
he was just told how satisfied 
people have been with the po¬ 
lice, effectively pushing respon¬ 
sibility back to Mr Jamieson in 
his office in Birmingham. 

The review of front desks was 
started by Mr Jamieson’s prede¬ 
cessor Bob Jones, whose sud¬ 
den death triggered the by-elec¬ 
tion. 

There will now be quite a lot of 
people looking at these propos¬ 
als and saying how they certain¬ 
ly didn’t vote for this. Of course, 
that includes the vast majority 
who didn’t vote at all.

George Edalji’s ordeal began in part 
when a number of animals were found 
mutilated in the quiet village of Great 
Wyrley. The outrages reached national 
notoriety when anonymous poison pen 
letters in the name of the ‘Wyrley Gang’ 
were sent to the newspapers. 

Edalji, whose father came from Bom¬ 
bay and was the vicar at St Mark’s 
parish church, was sentenced to seven 
years inside Pentonville Prison for the 
Great Wyrley Rippings, as they were 
also known. 

Fearing a miscarriage of justice and 
a racist element to the case, Sir Arthur 
and his trusted manservant, Alfred 
‘Woody’ Wood, investigated and began a 
campaign to clear Edalji’s name. 

The Tipton Road museum has also re¬ 
cently been used for filming 1920s gang¬ 
ster drama Peaky Blinders. 

Black Country Living Museum spokes¬ 
woman Laura Wakelin said: “We are 
very pleased that the museum is being 
used as a filming location in yet another 
primetime drama - especially one whose 
story is embedded in local history. “

ACTOR Martin Clunes has 
been travelling the country 
filming his latest TV drama but 
now the action has returned to 
the region where it all began - 
the West Midlands. 

The incredible tale of a Stafford¬ 
shire vicar’s son wrongly jailed for 
an horrific attack on a pit pony and 
then dramatically proved innocent 
by Sherlock Holmes creator Sir Ar¬ 
thur Conan Doyle is to be told in a 
three-part ITV series. 

The cast of Arthur and George last 
week came to the Black Country Living 
Museum to film in its authentic period 
buildings to recreate the tale which un¬ 
folded at the start of the 20th century 
and stunned the nation. 

Producers turned to the cobbled 
streets and industrial canalside locations 
of the Black Country Living Museum to 
bring the new ITV drama to life. 

Gripped 

Vicar’s son and Birmingham solici¬ 
tor George Edalji, an Anglo-Asian, was 
wrongly convicted in 1903 after a series 
of vicious maiming attacks on horses and 
other livestock, which became known as 
the Great Wyrley Outrages. The tale 
made headlines nationwide and it fell to 
Conan Doyle to play real-life detective to 
help to clear his name. 

The Great Wyrley Outrages are the 
centre of a three-part series starring 
Martin Clunes, best known for Cornish 
drama Doc Martin and the comedy Men 
Behaving Badly, as Conan Doyle. 

Film crews and actors - including 
Clunes - arrived at the popular heritage

museum, in Tipton Road, Dudley, to 
begin a three day shoot. 

The museum’s buildings were trans¬ 
formed into the Staffordshire village of 
Great Wyrley in the 1900s when the 
outrages gripped the nation. 

The tale has reached a new audi¬ 
ence as in 2005 it was thrust back into 
the spotlight by author Julian Barnes 
whose Arthur and George novel was 
shortlisted for the Man Booker prize 
and has now been adapted for televi¬ 
sion. 

Clunes finds his latest role intriguing. 


He said: “It’s been a big change for us 
on the Doc Martin team.” 

The museum’s canal and forge area 
are being used for filming. Extra set 
dressing has been brought in to create 
atmosphere. Actors will even be seen 
with replicas of the Cannock Chronicle, 
to read all about the sensational head¬ 
lines of the case during the show.

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MP backing move to stop 
supermarket at pub site

PLANS to convert a popular 
Sedgley pub into a super¬ 
market have been met with 
a string of objections after 
proposals were submitted to 
the council. 

The Marston’s-owned pub The 
Seven Stars, on Gospel End Road, 
would be turned into a Morrisons 
supermarket under the plans. 

When the scheme was first revealed 
in August, it sparked outrage in the 
community and within two weeks a 
campaign group gathered more than 
1,500 signatures on a petition oppos¬ 
ing the idea. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said 
he too will be lobbying against the 
proposal, which is being discussed by 
Dudley councillors on Monday. 

Protection 

“Pubs like the Seven Stars are at the 
heart of the local community, so I’m 
disappointed that Marston’s is press¬ 
ing ahead with plans to turn it into a 
supermarket,” said the Labour MP. 

“I’m backing local campaigners all 
the way on this and, with their help, 
we’ve already secured extra protection 
for the pub as an Asset of Community 
Value. 

“Now I’ll be working with residents 
to lobby against this application for 
change of use and keep The Seven 
Stars open,” he added 

Concerns raised by objectors to the 
planning proposal include losing a pub 
that is still popular within the commu¬ 
nity and the effect a new supermarket 
would have on local businesses. 

Nearly 30 objections have been 
made so far. 

As a result of concerns, a motion will 
be discussed by councillors that would 
force planners to consider the com¬ 
munity value of pubs like The Seven 
Stars. The motion is being supported 
by MP Mr Austin. 


UKIP councillor Bill Etheridge, who 
has registered his objections, said: 
“This development is unwanted by 
the local residents, will prove disas¬ 
trous for local businesses and will kill 
a well-loved family pub. 

Another concern amongst residents 
is based on congestion and parking. 

Joy Bills, of Woodbank Road, said: 
“The roads around the nearby schools 
already have dangerously parked cars. 

“The closure of The Seven Stars, 
who allow parents to park their cars 
when taking and collecting their to 


and from school, will force these par¬ 
ents to park elsewhere, creating even 
more problems.” 

The pub has undergone a series of 
refurbishments in recent years. 

It is now a one-room pub with the 
former back bar converted into a din¬ 
ing space. 

Objector, Elaine Doughty, of Wood- 
bank Road, said: “This current build¬ 
ing is an asset to the local community. 

“It is a place that locals frequent for 
all sorts of special occasions.”

IT’S my job to speak up 
for the hard-working and 
law-abiding majority in 
Dudley. 

So I’m really concerned 
about plans for Dudley Po¬ 
lice Station to close its doors 
to the public. 

The closure would leave 
Dudley as the largest town 
in the country without a 
police station open to the 
public. 

Spending cuts are forc¬ 
ing West Midlands Police 
to close another 27 stations 
across the West, with oth¬ 
ers like Sedgley carrying on 
with volunteer staff for the 
time being. 

Slippery 

This is what happens 
when the Government cuts 
spending too quickly and too 
deeply. 

When opening hours were 
being cut down at Dudley 
Police Station two years ago 
I warned that it would be 
the start of a slippery slope 
with further cuts to come. 

Now we’re being told that 
people in Dudley won’t be 
able to speak to police of¬ 
ficers face-to-face at all. 

Local people are out¬ 
raged. Like me they think 
that a town the size of Dud¬ 
ley should have a properly 
staffed police station so you 
can always see an officer in 
person if you need to. 

I’m doing everything I can 
to keep our station open. 

Last week I stood up in 
Parliament and told the 
Government to keep our 
station open, and I kicked 
off a petition that has been 
signed by 1,000 local people 
in less than a week. 

I’m also pushing for guar¬ 


antees that this isn’t the 
start of further cuts to po¬ 
licing in Dudley. 

Local people will want as¬ 
surances that we won’t lose 
officers in Dudley or lose our 
police base entirely. 

Last year we were able to 
save Dudley’s Magistrates 
Court because thousands 
of local people backed our 
campaign and forced the 
Government to give in, so 
I know we can do the same 
again. 

Please help us send a 
clear message that we want 
our station kept open by 
signing our petition.

Figures I uncovered last 
week show just how impor¬ 
tant it is to keep a strong 
police force in Dudley. 

Local people want more 
police on the streets, more 
offenders taken to court and 
more criminals put in jail 
but that’s not what’s hap¬ 
pening. 

Dudley Magistrates Court 
heard 10,502 cases last year 
- a drop of 5,050 per year 
since 2010. 

That means there are 
thousands of criminals in 
Dudley who are never going 
to court and are never fac¬ 
ing the prospect of jail time 
for their crimes. 

So, what kind of message 
does that send out to crimi¬ 
nals in Dudley? 


When me or a member of 
my family is ill, we queue 
up at Russells Hall like an¬ 
ybody else in Dudley does. 

So I share the concerns 
of hundreds of local people 
who wrote to me last week 
asking me to protect our 
local hospital. 

I made sure I could be in 
Parliament to speak up for 
local people and vote in sup¬ 
port of Labour legislation to 
protect the NHS from cuts 
and privatisation. 

This is a really important 
issue here in Dudley where 
managers at Russells Hall 
have said that jobs are at 
risk as they battle with a 
£12 million deficit that the 
chief executive says is “crit¬ 
ical”. 

Cancer 

Staff are working flat out 
but the hospital is being in¬ 
vestigated for waits at acci¬ 
dent and emergency. 

Cancer treatment targets 
have been missed three 
months running, and some 
patients wait up to five 
hours for chemotherapy. 

The Tories and UKIP say 
they back the NHS, but they 
won’t challenge the reforms 
that have put Russells Hall 
in danger. 

I know local people think 
that’s not good enough. 

Like me they think we 
should rip up Tory reforms 
and start again with an 
NHS that puts patients be¬ 
fore cuts, bureaucracy and 
profits. 

Until we do that we’re 
stuck with a health service 
that wastes money on prof¬ 
its instead of patients.

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Benefits shake-up will 


leave more tenants in debt 


Nurse gets award for 
help with cancer care 
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Karen Lewis, Macmillan Palliative Care Educator based at 
Russells Hall Hospital, has been recognised for her work 


SWEEPING changes to ben¬ 
efits will mean thousands of 
council house tenants fall 
into debt. 

An organisation in charge of council 
housing is warning people that they 
face being evicted unless they keep 
on top of their money as a new sys¬ 
tem sees them paid the cash into their 
bank accounts, instead of their bene¬ 
fits going to their landlords. 

Wolverhampton Homes expects that 
Universal Credit will eventually affect 
around 8,500 of tenants in its 23,000 
homes.

Replacing 

There were half a million working 
age people on benefits in February 
this year in the West Midlands. They 
included 32,235 in Wolverhampton, 
30,885 in Walsall, 38,595 in Sandwell 
and 30,125 in Dudley. 

Universal Credit is replacing Job¬ 


seeker’s Allowance, housing benefit, 
working tax credit, child tax credit, 
employment and support allowance 
and income support. It will begin to be 
rolled out in the West Midlands from 
February, initially only to new claim¬ 
ants of working age. 

It means anyone on benefits at the 
time it is introduced will not be im¬ 
mediately affected, but anyone who 
loses their job or has to begin claiming 
welfare for another reason will be put 
on it. 

Wolverhampton Homes is warning 
of a risk of people falling behind with 
their payments as they will be respon¬ 
sible for using their benefits to pay the 
landlord, rather than the money being 
transferred directly to the housing 
provider. 

Mark Henderson, director of hous¬ 
ing, said: “There is a risk to the pay¬ 


ment cycle. Some people will have 
large amounts of money paid each 
month that they would not have had 
before because it’s currently paid 
weekly or fortnightly. 

“There’s a risk of temptation. With 
the initial small numbers we will have 
the resource to ring people one to one. 
But as numbers grow that won’t be 
possible.” 

He said if large numbers of people 
do get into debt it will affect the or¬ 
ganisation’s ability to make repairs 
and contribute to the building of new 
council housing. 

It is expected that around 30 per 
cent of tenants affected will find it dif¬ 
ficult to pay. Universal Credit will be 
rolled out in full by 2017. 

Wolverhampton Homes found itself 
chasing rent from large numbers of 
people affected by the so-called ‘bed¬ 
room tax’ - the reduction in housing 
benefit for people with spare rooms - 
that hit 3,000 people in the city. 


Leaders create 


ten year plan 
for transport 


A TEN year plan for trans¬ 
port in the West Midlands 
is to be drawn up. 

Leaders of the seven 
West Midlands metro¬ 
politan councils and the 
region’s three Local En¬ 
terprise Partnerships are 
already working together 
on initiatives to increase 
economic output, jobs and 
housing. They say they 
need to improve transport 
links to make the most of 
controversial high speed 
rail project HS2. 

The seven leaders, who 
together with representa¬ 
tives from the three LEPs 
make up the West Mid¬ 
lands Integrated Transport 
Authority (ITA), agreed at 
a meeting in Birmingham 
to draw up a strategic 
transport plan. 

Councillor Roger Law¬ 
rence, leader of Wolver¬ 


hampton City Council and 
chairman of the ITA, said: 
“We believe we can unlock 
far greater economic po¬ 
tential for the Midlands 
by taking advantage of the 
better transport connec¬ 
tions that HS2 will bring. 

“It’s vital we have a 
clear, ambitious but achiev¬ 
able plan for transport if 
we are going to reach that 
full potential. We have 
agreed to commission a ten 
year strategic plan that can 
help grow the economy and 
create the new jobs and 
extra housing we need.” 

Dudley, Walsall, 
Sandwell, Birmingham, 
Coventry and Solihull are 
also part of the group. 

Councillor Lawrence 
added: “There is a real 
opportunity to turn the 
Midlands into an economic 
powerhouse.”

West Midlands Police 
chiefs say they are pleased 
with the performance of a 
‘multi-agency safeguarding 
hub’ (Mash) in Oldbury and 
have held discussions about 
opening others in Dudley 
and Wolverhampton. 

They aim to to bring to¬ 
gether staff from the coun¬ 
cil, police, probation, NHS 
and voluntary sector who 
work with children and fam¬ 
ilies at risk. 

The discussions were part 
of a wider debate about child 
sexual exploitation during a 
meeting of the Strategic Po¬ 


lice and Crime Board. Police 
chiefs spoke of the unique 
challenges posed by ex¬ 
ploitation, including abuse 
in the home and online. 

Chief Constable Chris 
Sims said: “This is a big and 
complicated issue. There 
has been a sea-change in 
public opinion on this area 
in recent months. That is 
hugely positive but we are 
only at the beginning of that 
change.” 

Her Majesty’s Inspec¬ 
torate of Constabulary has 
given the force six weeks 
to improve child protection. 
Despite tight budgets, the 
force’s Public Protection 
Unit has been more than 
doubled to near 800 officers.

A PROTEST will be held against plans to cre¬ 
ate a combined authority for Birmingham 
and the Black Country. 

UKIP West Midland MEPs James Carver and Bill 
Etheridge have organised the protest which has 
been branded ‘Hands off Birmingham and Hands 
off the Black Country’.

The shift 
of power away from the peo¬ 
ple will deeply damage local 
democracy and accountabil¬ 
ity. UKIP will fight this.” 

Council leaders in Dudley, 

Sandwell, Wolverhampton, 

Walsall and Birmingham 
have agreed to set up a 
combined authority to take 
powers that may be de¬ 
volved from London. 

Mr Carver, UKIP’s Stour¬ 
bridge candidate in May’s 
general election, described

the plan as a ‘stitch-up’ by 
Labour. He said: “It is the 
Labour-run authorities in 
Walsall, Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton and Birmingham 
who want to sign away our 
local democracies to create a 
combined authority.” 

The protest will take 
place outside Dudley Coun¬ 
cil House at 5.15pm on Mon¬ 
day, ahead of a meeting of 
the council. 

Meanwhile, Conservative 
MP for Wolverhampton 
South West Paul Uppal has 
said the Black Country does 
not need the help of Bir¬ 
mingham to grow. 

He said: “I have no 
problems with combining 
services across the Black 
Country. Expanding this 
partnership to Birmingham 
and beyond is simply a step 
too far.”

How post-war work 
return never took off 


AT 11 am on November 11, 
1918 the guns fell silent 
across the world. 

They were firing right up to 
the last second, as many of the 
gunners wanted to claim that 
they had fired the last shot in 
the ‘War to End all Wars’. 

Then began the process of 
returning the millions of men 
and women, but mostly men 
to their homes, where many 
expected to return to their old 
jobs, supplanting the women 
who had taken their place; but 
things were not as simple as 
that. 

Wolverhampton, and the Black 
Country in general, were geared 
up for war, turning out munitions, 
warplanes, guns, and all the para- 
phenalia of the modern conflict. 

Orders were cancelled, though 
production of, now unwanted 
items, continued into 1919. 


MEMORY LANE

Companies had to find new prod¬ 
ucts to turn their skills to. Wolver¬ 
hampton was well served in the 
new motorised age with many ve¬ 
hicle manufacturers, who thought 
they could return to car and mo¬ 
tor-bike production and find a 
ready market with the returning 
servicemen, many of whom had 
become well used to motor vehicles 
during the four years of conflict. 

Dominated 

Sunbeam returned their car 
production from Rover in Coven¬ 
try but still hoped to make a large 
business in the production of ae¬ 
ro-engines, which had dominated 
the Villiers Street factories during 
the war. 

They were to find that the com¬ 
petition from Rolls-Royce in par¬ 


ticular and from cheap war-surplus 
engines was too much, and they 
hardly sold an aircraft engine after 
the war. 

Round the corner Star returned 
to car production, but were never 
able to sell enough from their 
confined factories to sustain the 
business, and firstly their Briton 
division and then Star itself went 
to the wall, and Edward Lisle, 
founder of the company took his 
life. 

Guy returned to making trucks, 
and became hugely successful. 

Other companies were also to 
find ready markets for their met¬ 
al-bashing skills, making locks, 
bicycles, ploughshares, and all 
the nuts and bolts to put them to¬ 
gether. 

Elsewhere servicemen returned 
to quieter lives, opening shops, 
starting their own businesses, 
often with the skills they had 
learned in the Army, and looked 
forward to re-building their lives.

Girl group album 
is a surefire Bette

BETTE Midler has long been 
the queen of cabaret-style 
entertainment with her blend 
of ballads, show tunes and 
wicked sense of humour. 

To most under-30s she is probably 
best known as the funniest of the three 
witches in Disney’s Halloween favour¬ 
ite Hocus Pocus. 

Now she’s back with her tribute to 
girl group pop, from the 1930s to 90s. 
It’s The Girls is a classy project with 
Bette providing her own backing vo¬ 
cals, though she enlists the queen of 
backing singers Darlene Love to duet 
on The Crystals’ He’s Sure The Boy I 
Love. Be My Baby, One Fine Day and 
Tell Him stick close to the originals. 

Elsewhere she gives the songs an in¬ 
teresting twist, introducing a hint of her 
home state of Hawaii to Mr Sandman 
and brilliantly slowing Martha and the 
Vandellas’ Come And Get These Mem¬ 
ories to a poignant ballad. A stripped 
back, piano-led version of TLC’s Wa¬ 
terfalls packs an emotional punch and 
she even pulls off a banjo-picking hill¬ 
billy version of You Can’t Hurry Love. 
The album ends in fine vintage style 
with the Dixieland jazz of It’s The Girl. 

Bette Midler begins her first UK tour 
in 35 years at the Barclaycard Arena in 
Birmingham on July 9. 

The combined CD/DVD package 
Whitney Houston Live: Her Greatest 
Performances combines 16 tracks 
plus 18 video performances, starting 
with her teenaged debut singing Home 
on The Merv Griffin TV show in 1983, 
via her Super Bowl performance of 
The Star Spangled Banner in ‘91 to 
her emotional I Didn’t Know My Own 
Strength on The Oprah Winfrey Show 
in 2009. She died in 2012, aged only 
48. 


Whitney Houston — many of her famous 
live performances on a new album 

As a live album, this doesn’t hang to¬ 
gether as well as a single concert per¬ 
formance but Whitney fans may enjoy 
the overview of her career. 

Whitney Houston also appears on 
Barry Manilow album My Dream 
Duets in which Barry sings with a lot 
of very famous but very dead stars 
of popular music. It may have been a 
dream come true for Manilow to duet 
with Judy Garland, Sammy Davis Jr, 
Dusty Springfield, Louis Armstrong, 
etc. I think it is more of a nightmare. 

These are not true duets with musi¬ 
cal to-and-fro between the artists, they 
are — however expertly done — slice 
and splice jobs. It’s a bad concept and 
a creative cul-de-sac for an artist who 
is surely talented enough to create mu¬ 
sic without technically resurrecting art-

ists who have no say in the matter. A 
sample is one thing but to tamper with 
these artists’ music within the genres 
in which they excelled is questionable. 

Moody dance anthems come with 
an Ibiza twist from synth pop veter¬ 
ans Erasure on new album The Violet 
Flame. The duo celebrate nearly 30 
years of hits at a sold-out Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Civic Hall on Saturday. 

Young singer-songwriter James 
Page, under stage name Sivu, cre¬ 
ates a potent atmosphere on his de¬ 
but album Something On High. It’s a 
blend of tremulous vocals and haunted 
soundscapes with songs of isolation 
and yearning. Listen if you like Lon¬ 
don Grammar or Wild Beasts. He will 
be supporting Bombay Bicycle Club at 
Wolverhampton Civic on December 10.

F ashion may come and go, but 
one constant in the UK is our 
obsession with the weather. 
Maybe it’s the fact that as an island so 
small we don’t generate our own 
weather systems but have to make do 
with cast-offs from other countries. 

In a new series, Richard Hammond 
will be revealing the hidden secrets at 
the heart of some of the world’s most 
extreme weather, experiencing 
extraordinary phenomena first-hand. 

Okay, some of the dialogue may be 
a little redundant, such as “Wherever 
you live on the planet, weather 
shapes your world.” 

That aside, Hammond will be 
‘stripping weather back to its basics; 
and in this wind-centric opener he 
explains how wind begins. 

He kicks things off with another spot 
of slightly awkward dialogue: ‘There is 
a powerful, invisible force that moves 
around us, almost unnoticed...” 

Hmmm. While the script could have 
done with more levity in the Top Gear 
vein, WWWRH excels in the visuals 
department, whether it’s glorious high 
definition cloudscapes or obligatory 
shots of devastation. 


There are some scenes which look 
like a mash up of Twister and The 
Dark Knight as Hammond attempts to 
measure the speed of a tornado. 

His journey starts in New 
Hampshire, USA. 

You might think of the region as a 
world of sunshine, russet leaves in the 
autumn and moneyed Americans 
enjoying expensive past times. 

However, the state can also look like 
something from the Arctic as 
Hammond discovers when he braves 
temperatures of -45C on top of Mount 
Washington. 

On April 12,1934, the local weather 
station measured one of the fastest 
wind speeds ever recorded on land: 
231 mph. 

Remarkably, winds in the area hit 
hurricane force more than 100 days in 
the year. 

Going outside is not advisable 
unless you’re covered from head to 
toe in well insulated protective gear. 
And don’t forget your goggles, unless 
you want frozen eyeballs. 

Given the fact a light wind on your 
face measures around 5mph; 15mph 


is enough to turn an umbrella inside 
out; 45mph can wreck a garden fence, 
and 55mph can bring a shed down, 
the sight of Hammond in 65 to 85mph 
winds is enough to make you put an 
extra bar on the fire. 

A good job there’s subtitles as 
our host struggles to get his words 
out. Just a pity he doesn’t tie his hat 
on. 

Later, there’s an experiment to 
create a fire whirlwind, and a tense 
moment when it looks like a pricey 
camera may have been lost in the 
vertical inferno. 

Clearly a glutton for punishment, 
Richard decides to stand in the middle 
of a man-made tornado at the 
‘WindEEE’ Research Institute in 
Canada. It’s the only place on Earth 
which can duplicate the dynamics of a 
tornado. 

Little wonder Hammond gets 
goosebumps, and not just because 
he’s a bit chilly. 

If this leaves you hungry for more, 
don’t miss next week’s edition when 
‘Hamster’ attempts to capture a cloud 
in the hope of seeing how much it 
weighs. Yes, really.

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Hot hatch is a crazy riot 


By James Parker 

Take one Fiat 500, add a crazy 
turbocharged engine, spicy bod- 
ykit and wait for the fireworks. 
Fiat’s evergreen 500 has been 
turned into a fire-breathing hot 
hatch before by legendary firm 
Abarth, but the latest version is 
now a permanent addition to the 
range. 

Available in semi-sensible Turismo or the 
100 per cent barmy Competitzione guise 
tested here, the Abarth 500 is not for the 
faint of heart. 

There’s a turbocharged 1.4-litre petrol 
unit up front that offers a healthy 158bhp 
but more significantly 170lb.ft of torque. 
The exterior wears a seriously tough bod- 


ykit and gorgeous alloy wheel options, 
while there’s stiffer suspension and uprat¬ 
ed brakes too. There’s some interesting 
touches inside too, such as the attractive 
metal-topped gearlever. 

It’s hard not to love the Abarth 500’s 
looks, even though from some angles it is 
almost comically pumped up. 

From a rational point of view, it has the 
proportions of a roller-skate, with a short 
wheelbase, big wheels and a minimal ride 
height, but it just makes you want to get in 
and drive it. 

Any notion that the standard 500 is a car 
‘just for girls’ is dismissed in a flash when 
it’s turned into an Abarth. Those in the 
know recognise the badge and those that 
don’t are intrigued. 

Don’t forget that the Abarth is still a city 
car, however much its transformation has 
rendered it better suited to the open road.

So up front there is a respectable 
amount of space for adults but the driving 
position is better suited to those under six 
feet in height. In the rear it’s kids or adults 
who are willing, rather than pure luxury. 

This particular 595 had the optional 
leather bucket seats, which are terrifically 
supportive and look superb. In fact it’s very 
easy to be carried away with the options 
list, especially when the end result is so 
much fun. 

Drive the 595 in the manner it deserves 
and you’ll revel in the gloriously torquey 
engine, the raucous exhaust note and 
the way in which it dives into bends with 


limitless enthusiasm. It’s a car that works 
best when you chuck it about rather than 
use a delicate hand. Do so and it’s a com¬ 
plete riot, as well as remarkably quick. Turn 
down the wick and it’s a little more like hard 
work. The great handling comes from the 
stiff suspension which means bumps are 
There’s actually quite a bit of competi¬ 
tion at this price level, and on the one hand 
the 595 Competitzione is far from cheap. 

However, it does come with a lot of kit 
too; items like Xenonheadlights and the 
glorious exhaust system are all standard. 

Go mad with the options list and you can 
break the £20k mark.
